TREE PLANTING BEGINS. 



Jlarrisluiiy. Pa.. -March 11". — On ac- 
count of I ne open wim er and early 
spring \ he miiM nes operated hy tne 
J'euusytx aula 1 »epnrt menl of Forestry 
are at ready in J ull s\\ ing. *Alore than 
f jiil),tlUU trees lia\e Oeen lilted out of 
tlie nursery beds of the Greenwood 
Nursery in Huntingdon County, and 
about 7">U,ui)o" at the Mont Alio Nurs- 
ery in Franklin County. At the Clear- 
field Nursery all the slock available for 
distribution this spring, amounting to 
approximately (>(H>, UOU trees, has been 
removed from the beds, Cp to this 
I hue nearly halt" a million trees ha\ e 
been shipped to private [da titers from 
these three nurseries. The Forester in 
charge of the Asaph Nursery, in Tioga 
County, reports that he will be able to 
commence operations within a very 
short time if the present mild weather 
cont in lies. 

Orders for more than two and three- 
quaiter million seedlings have been re- 
ceived from six hundred and eighty-four 
applicants. Those trees will be ship- 
ped to every part of the State, as there 
are only two counties, Greene and Juni- 
ata, from which no orders have ye) 
been received. 

John \V. Keller, Chief, Bureau of Sil- 
viculture in the Department, says that 
forest t roe planting by private owners 
of forest land is now an established 
practice, anil the t rees ordered this 
spring will reforest I'.IKH) acres of land, 
and if protected carefully and handled 
properly until mature will cut oO.UUO,- 
IMMI board feet of lumber. 

The Forest Academy students on Mon- 
day, March .14, began the planting of 
FJO.imd forest trees near Mont Alto, in 
Franklin County. This is the earliest 
date upon which spring planting opera- 
tions have begun for many years, and, 
judging from the progress that is be- 
ing made, all the trees will be planted 
during the next week. These trees are 
being planted upon areas formerly oc- 
cupied by chestnut, which had been 
killed bv the chestnut blight.

They were creaking 
along in a dry condition when the 
party, after crossing several dry water 
courses in search of water, came to a 
stagnant pool of water covered with 
oil. From this they filled their grease 
cans and used it to lubricate the 
wheels. 

This was beyond question the first 
discovery of oil iu Montana, and as it 
is in this region that Mr. Keed is in- 
terested, he was a.ble to secure some 
valualde information from his pioneer 
friend.

TREE PLANTING BEGINS, 



Jiarnsburg. Ca., March -7. — On ac- 
count of me open wini er and early 
spring the miiMi'ies operate) I by tne 
1'cnnsyh anin -Department of Forestry 
are aiready in J all s\\ ing. 'Mure than 
,jl>0,()UU trees ha\e been lit ted out of 
the nursery beds of the Greenwood 
Nursery in Huntingdon County, nub 
about 7oU/M)0 at the Mont Alio Nurs- 
ery in Franklin County. At the Ci ear- 
held Nursery all the stock a\uilable for 
distribution this spring, amounting to 
approximately (UU).OdO trees, has been 
removed from the beds. L'p to this 
time nearly half a million trees ha\e 
been shipped to private planters from 
these three nurseries. The Forester in 
charge of the Asaph Nursery, in Tioga 
County, reports that he will be able to 
commence operations within a very 
short time if the present mild weather 
continues. 

Orders for more than two ami three- 
qua iter million seedlings have been re- 
reived from six hundred and eighty-four 
applicants. The^e trees will be ship- 
ped to every part of the State, as there 
are only two counties, Greene and Juni- 
ata, from which no orders have yet 
been received. 

John \V. Keller, Chief, Bureau of Nil- 
\iculture in the Department, says that 
forest tree planting by private owners 
of forest land is now an established 
practice, and the trees ordered this 
spring will reforest li.dOH acres of land, 
and if protected carefully and handled 
properly until mature will cut oO.tMM),- 
nim board feet of lumber. 

The Forest Academy students on Mon- 
day, March 14, began the planting of 
l^lUHia forest trees near .Mont Alto, in 
Franklin County. This is the earliest 
date upon which spring planting opera- 
tions have begun for many years, and, 
judging from the progress that is be- 
ing made, all the trees will be planted 
during the next week. These trees are 
being planted upon areas formerly oc- 
cupied by chestnut, which had been 
killed bv the chestnut blight.

Weaver's party way back in '(>4 was 
not only entirely unexpected to them, 
but was a God-send, us they had run 
out of grease for the wheels of their 
wagons and carts. They were croaking 
along in a dry condition when the 
party, after crossing several dry water 
courses in search of water, came to a 
stagnant pool of water covered with 
oil. From this they filled their grease 
cans and used it to lubricate the 
wheels. 

This was beyond question the first 
discovery of oil in Montana, and as it 
is in this region that Mr. Kecd is in- 
terested, he was able to secure some 
valuable in format ion from his pioneer 
friend.
